The Birth of Christ 


One of the most interesting stories 
to the Christian is the Birth of Christ. 
The more bo because from it we gain 
so much of early history, laws and 
customs. 
The Roman ruler, Caesar August­ 
us, had demanded taxes from all his 
empire. According to the Jewish law, 
there was only one place for the Jews 
to pay these taxes, that was the town 
where their family originated. There­ 
fore, Joseph, Jesus’ father should go 
from his home in Nazareth to Beth­ 
lehem to pay his taxes. 
The town of Bethlehem (which 
means city of bread or food) might 
justly be called the City of Children, 
for w ere it not for the Child it would 
hardly be remembered today. 
This 
town is located jibout five miles from 
Jerusalem, on the summit and side of 
a semi-circle of hills. 
All about are 
olive groves, vin yards, pasture lands 
and grain fields, hence the meaning 
of its name. 
When Joseph and Mary arrived at 
Bethlehem, they found all available 
space at the inn occupied. This Khan 
or inn, was a low structure built of 


rough stones and generally one story 
in height. There was a square enclo­ 
sure in w hich the cattle were tied up 
for safety at night, and an arched re­ 
cess for the accomodation of the 
travelers. It was not unusual in those 
days when the recess was filled with 
travelers, the next people to arrive 
would find a reasonable clean comer 
in the space where the cattle were 
tied and there make themselves as 
comfortable as possible. 
In such a place the most important 
Person of the Christian World was 
born. His birth was just the same as 
any other child’s, but those who were 
outside the khan were aware of some 
wonderful happening. The shepherds 
watching their flocks, were startled 
by the brightness of the night and the 
voices of that angel band. The three 
wise men who were guided to Him 
by the light of His Star 
were also 
aware of this wonder. 
Thus in a manger among the cattle 
tied in the khan, He was born, Who 
caire to reveal the equality of man­ 
kind and from His cross to rule the 
world.— Luke 2:1-7.
